St. Mihiel, Tip of Long Standing Salient,; 


Has Fallen to French and Americans • 
And Whole German Line Between 
Meuseand Moselle Rivers is in Peril-- 
Two German Divisions Have But Six; 
Mile Opening to Retire Through. 


The Germans' grip on the Meuse river south of Verdun has 


apparently been broken by the brilliant and dashing attack of the 
Americans who opened yesterday along the St. Mihiel salient' 
and it is probable that if the advance continues, this week may 
see the Americans in a position to bombard the outer forts of 
Metz with their long range guns. 


The whole German salient in the Woevre district (between 


the Meuse and Moselle rivers) has been put in peril and two 
German divisions are caught in a trap from which they will have 
a difficult job to extricate themselves. 


The Americans made a valorous record for themselves in 


their first great drive conducted under all American leadership, 
advancing to a maximum depth of ten miles and extending their ' 
lines elsewhere from three to eight miles. 


A score or so of villages were wrested from the enemy and 


it is likely that by night the number of prisoners in the hands of i 
General Pershing's army will be far in excess of 10,000. 


The Americans employed the "pincer method" against the 


Germans, attacks being launched simultaneously on both sides 
of the German wedge which had its apex on the western bank of 
the Meuse river at St. Mihiel. 
- 


So successful was the first phase of the thrust that the~two 


wings of the salient were quickly driven in and it was reported 
this morning that the bottle neck, through which the Germans 
must retire, has been narrowed to a depth of less than six miles- 
This means that all the roads over which the retiring" Germans 
must pass can be kept under terrific and concentrated artillery 
fire. 


There are indications that the Germans are preparing to 


fall back to their frontier on that portion of the Lorraine front 
over which the big battle now centers. 


Fires and explosions are observed behind the German lines

A new wheat conserration program 


affecting millers, wholesale and retail 
dealers in flour, Jobbers, bakers and 
householders, went into operation on 
September 1st, 1918. The program 
places the people of the United State* 
on the game footing as our alliet In 
regard to the uie of wheat and trend. 
"Victory bread" is made the bread of 
the nations which are banded together 
against Germany 


The three important features of the 


new program ar*: 


3. Bednclng the amount of sub- 


stitutes required with wheat flour 
from 50 to 20 per cent 
, 2. Placing on the market "Vic- 
tory Miied Fiour" — that is, flours 
In which the substitutes have al- 
- ready been mixed 


3. An exteneiou of the 80 days' 


supply of flour rule to 80 days 
How New Rulet Affect the Home. 
To the housewife the new rules 


mean that she is only required to pur- 
chase 20 per cent of substitutes with 
wheat flour and to use at least the 
same proportion when baking 
The 


Food 
Administration place* house- 


holders upon their honor to mil 20 per 
cent, of the substitute cereals into 
wheat flour for all home uses House- 
wives who do not uigh to do their own 
mixing of flour and substitutes can 
pnrcha»e_ "Victory Allied Flour" and 
feel assured that it contains the right 
proportion of flour and substitute* 
•cientiflcally mixed. 
* 


The Food Administration emphasize* 


the fact that the new rules are not 
Intended to displace the large present 
u»e of corn bread. As a wheat con- 
servation measure, the present con- 
sumption of corn bread should be con- 
tinued. Corn menl for the use of corn 
bread should not be included in the 
patriotic housewife'* list of substitutes j 
when she is buying flour. 


As Rules Apply to Bakers. 


The new rules affect bakers as fol- 


lows: 
Wheat flour substitutes for 


bakers remain at heretofore, with the 
exception of rye. Rye Is now a rub- 
stitute when used upon a basis of not 
less than 40 per cent — that Is, two 
pounds of rye flour to e\ery three 
ponnds of standard, wheat flour. AVhen 
rye Is so used, no other/ substitutes 
ere required. If less than 40 per cent 
rye flour is used, the difference be- 
tween the amount used and 40 per 
cent, must he made up with other eub- 
sUtutes. 


Bakers are required to use one 


pound of substitutes to every four 
pounds of wheat flour, except in bak- 
ing crackers. In which only. 30 per cent 
of substitutes other than rye are re- 
quired.

There are, howeiei, some localities 


where other nppin-ved substitutes are 
available. To meet this situation the 
following flour* nwy be sold in com- 
bination In place of tlio substitutes 
mentioned above, if the consumer so 
demands: feterita flour and meals, rice 
fi,our, oat flour, kafflr flour, mllo flour, 
peanut flour, bean flour, potato flour, 
sweet potato flour and burkwheat 
flour. When such substitutes are sold 
with flour the ratio must be one pound 
to each four pounds of wheat flour. 
Rye flour or meal mar^also be sold as 
a substitute, but only In the propor- 
tion* ot at least two pounds of rye with 
three pounds 'of wheat flour. 


The foregoing rules apply to custom 


and exchange transactions as well as 
sales of Sour to farmers unless modi- 
fied by the State Federal Food Ad- 
ministrator acting with the approval 
of the Zone Committee. 


Mixing "Victory Flour." 


The purpose of placing "Victory 


Mixed Flour" on the market is to de- 
crease the necessity of retailers mak- 
ing combination sales of flour and sub- 
stitutes and to safe the housewife and 
other users of flour the necessity of 
mixing flour with substitutes. All 
"Victory Mixed Flour" must be milled 
in accordance with the standard of 
tha United States Food Administra- 
tion. No "mixed flour," except pan- 
cake flour, shall be manufactured ex-1 
cept In the exact proportions outlined j 
below: 
" 


Mixed Wheat and Barley Flour shall 


be In the proportion of four pounds of 
wheat flour to one pound of barley 
flour 


Mixed Wheat and Corn Flour shall j 


contain the proportion of four pounds i 
of wheat flour to one pound of corn 
flour. 


Mixed Wheat, Barley and Corn Flour 


«hall contain the proportions of eight 
pounds wheat flour to one pound bar- 
ley and one pound corn flour. 


Mixed Wheat and Rye Flour shall 


contain- the proportion of three pounds 
of wheat flour and not lass than two 
pounds of rye flour. 


Whole Wheat, Entire Wheat, or Gra- 


ham Flour or Meal shall contain at 
least 95 per cent of the wheat berry. 


All the above "Victory Flours" may 


be sold without substitutes, but at no 
greater price from the miller, whole- 
saler or retail dealer than In the case i 
of standard wheat flour. .
